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The Leaders for the First Half of 1921-22 








HE reports from the Advanced Registry office thus far 

received up to and including No. 7 cover a period 

of approximately half of the current fiscal year. It 
may be interesting, therefore, to consider some aspects of 
the situation as presented by the official figures for this 
half year. 

The Advanced Registry office reported early in October 
that there were no signs of*business depression as far as 
the work of that office is concerned. In long-time semi- 
official testing the increase over the preceding year was 60 
per cent while the short-time testing for the first five 
months of this fiscal year was fifteen per cent greater 
than for the same time the year before. There were on 
October first, 4900 cows of our breed in long-time test of 
which 321 were in Sub-Division B or the dairyman’s class. 
From these facts it is evident that our breeders realize thar 
their salvation lies in development of their animals and 
the records that are being reported are further proof that 
our breeders are giving their cows as good an opportunity 
as ever and that the cows, themselves, are responding just 
a little bit better than ever before. On the next page, we 
present a list of the leading producers in each class and 
division for both milk and butter for the first half of the 
current year as appearing in the first seven reports from 
Sup’t. Gardner. In four of the seven classes of the yearly 
division for butter production, the leader for the current 
year would have won first prize in her class last year while 
two of the leading milk records surpassed anything 
reported last year. One new World’s champion is listed in 
the 365-day division for both milk and butter. In the 305- 
day division, we find one new World’s champion for butter 
production and two for milk production officially reported 
although the developments of the next few weeks wil. 
change the appearance of the list materially in this divis- 
ion. In the seven-day division, the senior four-year-old and 
junior two-year-old classes show higher production for 
butter than was brought forward last year, while five of 
the seven classes in this division exceed last year’s winners 
for milk production. In the 30-day division, there are two 
heifers that would have won last year for butter and four 
for milk production. In Sub-Division B, which made its 
start last year and in which no prizes were awarded on 
account of lack of competition, we find the leaders for both 
milk and butter in all seven classes among the animals 
reported during the current year. There were twenty-nine 
records in this division reported during the past year and 
twenty-six in the first seven reports of this year. Sixteen 
States are represented among the leaders, California having 
¢ largeat number with 13, Wisconsin coming second with 
oe ew York third with eight, Ohio six, Massachusetts 
tae Washington, Minnesota and Iowa four each, Nevada 

ree, Connecticut, Indiana and Pennsylvania two and 
' ae Michigan, Idaho and Virginia one. Among the in- 
ual owners, A. W. Morris & Sons Corp., California and 





the F. F. Field Holstein Trustees in Massachusetts, repre- 
senting the two extremes of the country geographically, 
lead with five winners each. Bridgford Holstein Company 
and Lewis Co. of California, W. D. Robens of New York 
and G. H. Gardner of Ohio follow witb four each, while 
John Erickson and Pinehurst Farm of Wisconsin, H. J. 
Long of Nevada and Benj. Pringle of New York have three 
each. Four sires have the honor of being represented by 
two different daughters in the list of leaders, these being 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, Sir Veeman Henger- 
veld, Dutchland Creamelle Korndyke Lad and Denton Co- 
lantha Sir Rag Apple, the latter being in Sub-Division B. 

As further evidence of the development of long-time 
testing, we present the following table, showing the number 
of cows with records above 1000 Ibs. of butterfat brought 
out each year to date. Attention is called to the fact that in 
the first half of the current year, there has been reported 
as many 1000-lb. fat records as in the best previous year in 
our history, which was 1916-17 and more than in any other 
complete year with this single exception.

An even more striking showing is made with respect to 
30,000-lb. milk records of which, with the addition of two 
that have not yet been officially reported but of which pre- 
liminary reports have been received from the owners, we 
find out of a total of twenty-one 30,000-lb. cows that have 
been developed, seven or exactly one-third have been com- 
pleted during the current official year. 

At the close of the last fiscal year, Mr. Gardner an- 
nounced averages for the 8,745 long-time records thus far 
completed of 15.066.4 lbs. milk, 514.89 lbs. butterfat, 
equivalent to 643.61 Ibs. of 80 per cent butter with an 
average test of 3.42 per cent fat. The 3,117 aged cows 
included in this number showed an average of 16,870 lbs. 
milk, 579.23 Ibs. fat, equivalent to over 724 Ibs. of 80 per 
cent butter. While we have not definite figures as to the 
averages since the close of the past fiscal year, we feel safe 
in predicting that when another year has rolled around 
the average for the breed will be at least maintained, in 
spite of the fact that during this one year, we are testing 
56 per cent as many animals of our breed as have com- 
pleted records in all previous years combined. The follow- 
ing lists speak for themselves:

Cow Testing in Denmark—Jutland 
Dairy Cattle

| 








HE Jutland cattle are old national Danish stock 
T having probably the same origin as the cattle of Hol- 

land and of Brittany with which they are identical 
with regard to colour. In spite of the frequent import of 
foreign breeds right from the beginning of the 19th cen- 
tury up to the present time, the herds of Black and White 
Jutlanders still preponderate over all other breeds on the 
peninsula of North Jutland. In the counties of Herring, 
Aalborg, Randers and Aarhus the herds of Jutland cattle 
are heavily in the majority, in the counties of Ringkobing 
and Viborg there are many herds besides the Jutlanders 
whilst in the remaining three counties of Ribe, Vejle and 
Thisted, the Jutland cattle are in a decided minority. In 
the 18th and first half of the 19th centuries herds of Jut- 
land stock might be frequently met with on the islands; at 
= however, there are very few herds to be found 
there. 

The Jutland stock have always been highly esteemed in 

Denmark. Even the Dutch stockbreeders and the Holstein 
farmers bought the Jutland bullocks and heifers owing to 
their exceptional thriving qualities and their juicy, streaky 
meat. The breed had few wants and was very hardy; it 
possessed certain thriving qualities; its productive powers 
were nothing out of the common, in fact, they could not 
be otherwise owing to the inferior feeding of both young 
stock and adult animals in those days coupled with the in- 
difference that prevailed with regard to the selection of 
breeding animals. The main object of stockbreeders in 
those days was a good beef animal; it is true that milk- 
yield was of some importance especially along the North 
Sea coast of Jutland, but withal milk was a secondary con- 
sideration. 
_ According as dairying came more and more strongly ° 
into evidence as a leading factor within Danish Agricul- 
ture the aims and methods of stockbreeding were sub- 
jected to a radical change. Nothing exercised a more de- 
cisive influence on the breeding and improvement of the 
Jutland cattle than the triumphal march of Co-operative 
dairying in the eighties. 

With regard to the main change of method for the im- 
povaaaat of the Jutland stock, it consisted in utilizing 
oa excellent qualities, amongst other things its 
ore ee with a view to the production of milk. Stock- 
~ €ders concentrated their attention upon turning out a 
lighly-productive, well-built, strong and healthy dairy ani- 


mal, that above all things could pay for its board by fur- 
nishing plenty of milk and butter. It was also sought in 
a certain degree to retain such uniformity of build as 
would in some measure readily lend itself to the produc- 
tion of beef when the cows passed into the stage of super- 
annuation. With these aims in view, the Jutland cattle 
have been brought to their present highly developed state 
mainly through the efforts of individual stockbreeders, 
who received technical assistance from the experts em- 
ployed by the various agricultural organizations and State 
help in the form of subsidies to animal shows, breeding 
and cow-testing associations, competitions between entire 
herds and the keeping of herdbook records, etc. 

The Jutland cattle now present themselves as dairy ani- 
mals combining a solidly built frame with pronounced 
dairy characteristics and large well-developed milk organs. 
They possess all the desirable qualities of modern dairy 
cows and can transform a considerable amount of nutrition 
into milk and butterfat and maintain a large production of 
same for many years and afterwards furnish prime beef 
in the superannuated stage. The best units of the breed 
are black and white in colour. The following are the most 
highly esteemed markings: Head, throat and part of the 
shoulders black, white star on forehead and another star 
over the foremost part of the breast and a partly white belt 
above the shoulders; large black field covering the middle 
of the back and extending well down along the sides; 
white flanks and hips and white on the forward part of the 
upper buttocks, black hipbones, white abdomen, white 
limbs and a white brush on tail. Of course there are many 
variations of the foregoing markings. The head is sym- 
metrical, the forehead and muzzle wide. Throat of 
medium length and very fine. Back moderately long, very 
plump and sometimes having a slight tendency to hollow- 
ness. (The latter trait is much less pronounced and less 
frequent now than formerly.) Loins of good width. Chest 
of great depth and width and barrel well rounded. Abdo- 
men well formed and plump and groins deep. Hind- 
quarters quite square and wide and upper buttocks deep 
and flat. Udder well developed, of good size, of handsome 
round shape and well-placed. Hide soft and loose and fur- 
nished with a soft coat of hair. The Jutland cattle are of

herds of Jutland dairy cows that participated in the com- 
petition carried on in 1905-07, six attained an annual ayer. 
age of 9031 lbs. of milk, 3.70% fats and 340 Ibs. of butter 
per cow. This average included abnormal animals gych 
as aborted cows, non-calvers, non-adult heifers, etc. The 
average yield for normal cows in the six herds during the 
two years was 9240 lbs. of milk, and 400 lbs. of butter per 
cow annually. 

The Jutland Union of Agricultural societies arranged 
the keeping of records concerning 47 herds of Jutland 
cows including all told 811 dairy animals; in 1916-17 the 
average for these including normal and abnormal animals 
was 7773 lbs. of milk, 3.83% fats and 330.8 lbs. of butter 
per cow annually; for the normal cows alone, the average 
was 8371 lbs. of milk, 3.86% fats and 360 lbs. of butter. 

Individual herds yield an average of over 9900 Ibs. of 
milk, and 440 Ibs. of butter, annually per cow, whilst the 
fat percentage is 4.30% or more. Of the 37 cows on the 
peninsula of Jutland having an annual butter return ot 
550 Ibs. and more in 1916-17, sixteen or 43% were black 
and white Jutland cows; eleven or 30% were red Danish 
cows; 5 were milking shorthorns; 3 purebred Jerseys and 
2 grade Jerseys. 

In 1914 one Jutland cow furnished 667 lbs. of butter; 
this cow’s record in 1916 was 882 lbs. of butter and the 
same animal had the highest record in 1915. The record 
cow of the Jutland breed in 1917 gave 14,549 Ibs. of milk,

There are more cow-testing records 
available with regard to Danish cows 
than with regard to the cows of any 
other Scandinavian country, as the 
above table shows. 

The central column of the table 
shows the percentage of the total 
number of cows in the respective 
countries subjected to the milk and 
fat test. From 16.32% of all the 
Danish Dairy cows are subjected to 
regular tests for fat and milk as com- 
pared with 12% of all the Swedish 
cows, 5% of all the Norwegian cows 
and 3.4% of all the Finnish cows. 
The result of Danish cow-testing is 
that careful records are kept of the

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Starting the New Year Right 


HERE are no evidences of depression where Hoistein 
I records are concerned. In last week’s issue in a 
special article we reported on five new champions 
soon to be announced and before that issue was completed, 
but after the article was written, a sixth championship 
performance was reported to us. On December 28 two 
telegrams came in announcing records above 30,000 Ibs. 
of milk just completed, one of them with 1220 lbs. butter 
and the other one, a Canadian record, 32,631 lbs. milk, 
1439 Ibs. butter.

auspicious indication for its future prosperity. 


Liberal Feeding Profitable 


HAT prices for farm crops very much above the cur- 

I rent market figures may be obtained by feeding them 
in liberal amounts to good dairy cows is demonstrated 
conclusively by figures in a recent circular from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. Records were kept on 528 cows through 
a six months’ period under winter conditions and it was 
shown that on the basis of thirty-five cents a pound for 
butterfat a return was made of eighty-five cents a bushel 
for corn, $24.00 a ton for hay and $9.50 a ton for silage. 
The cows are described as of average merit and pro- 
ducing 25 Ibs. of four per cent milk, or a pound of but- 
terfat a day. The conclusion drawn in this circular is 
that under existing conditions it is profitable to increase 
the amount fed just as long as a proportionate increase 
in milk production follows. A comparison of these re- 
sults from cows producing only one pound of butterfat 
a day with the current market quotations on the feed they 
consumed, will set many a grain and beef farmer in the 
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Corn Belt to thinking pretty seriously about

Tuberculosis Eradication Work 


E wish to call particular attention to the special 
W article by Dr. J. A. Kiernan, Chief of the Tuber- 

culosis Eradication Division, concerning the pres- 
ent status of the Federal Accredited Herd work. It ap 
pears that the emergency appropriation of $600,000 that 
has been passed by Congress and signed by the President 
will be available for indemnity only to owners that had 
made application for a Federal test prior to December 
15, except in the case of area work where whole counties 
or districts are making an effort to become tuberculosis- 
free. It is also provided that none of this appropriation 
shall be paid to owners whose cattle have not been in 
their possession at least six months. 

Dr. Kiernan’s report of the progress of this work 
is most encouraging and the figures he presents concern- 
ing the percentage of reactions under retests is quite 
conclusive evidence that the fundamental idea of tuber- 
culosis eradication under the Federal Accredited Herd 
plan is sound, and that clean herds can be secured and 
maintained. This article presents a comprehensive sum- 
mary of the whole situation and is the latest authentic 
statement on the subject, having been written on De 
cember 24.

Federal Emergency Appropriation for 
Tuberculosis Eradication Work

of exhaustion of the Federal indemnity 
fund. On December 15, Congress in- 
cluded in the general deficiency bill 
which was passed that day, the item 
herein contained: 


C O-OPERATIVE tuberculosis eradi- 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
Bureau of Animal Industry 


General Expenses: To enable. the 
sureau of Animal Industry, Department 
of Agriculture, to perform the duties 
imposed upon it by the Agricultural Ap- 
propriation Act approved March 3, 1921, 
for the payment of indemnities on ac- 
count of cattle slaughtered in connection 
with the eradication of tuberculosis from 
animals, $600,000: Provided, That this 
sum shall be expended only in payment 
to owners whose cattle have been in 
their possession for a period of at least 
six months prior to slaughter: Provided 
further, ‘That no part of said sum shall 
be expended for payment of indemnities 
to owners of herds hereafter placed un- 
der Federal and State supervision, un- 
less such herds are located in circum- 
scribed areas designated and agreed upon 
by the States and the Federal Govern- 
ment in which to conduct co-operative 


tuberculosis eradication work. 


As soon as the bill was signed by 
President Harding a telegram was sent 
by the Department to Dr. H. B. Leon- 
ard, Inspector in charge, Albany, 
New York, instructing him to pro- 
ceed with the work but not to exceed 
the amount of indemnity allotted to 
that State. Similar telegrams were 
sent to Bureau officials. in the other 
States in which the work had been 
under suspension owing to depleted 
funds. 

It will be seen that the Act of Con- 
gress provides that no Federal in- 
demnity shall be expended for the 


payment of indemnities to owners of 
herds unless they were under super- 
vision prior to the date when the Act 
became effective and with the fur- 
ther provision that no indemnity shall 
be paid unless herds are located in 
circumscribed areas designated and 
agreed upon by the States and the 
Federal Government in which to con- 
duct co-operative tuberculosis eradi- 
cation work. All herds whose owners’ 
names were upon the waiting list on 
the date when the bill became effec- 
tive may be tuberculin tested and in- 
demnity paid for reactors providing 
funds are available. In restricting the 
payment of indemnities outside of the 
above mentioned herds to circum- 
seribed areas the Department is pro- 
ceeding with carrying out the second 
project of the tuberculosis eradication 
campaign which was inaugurated July 
1, 1917, namely; “The eradication of 
tuberculosis from livestock in circum- 
scribed areas.” The campaign can be 
carried on more effectively, a greater 
number of herds freed of tuberculosis 
and at a much less expense when the 
campaign is confined to circumscribed 
areas rather than the promiscuous 
testing of herds in different parts of 
a State. 

The accredited herd plan was for 
more than 4 years considered the 
major project of the tuberculosis 
campaign. Under that plan the live- 
stock owners of the Nation were con- 
vinced that the suppression of tuber- 
culosis in a herd of cattle is a prac- 
tical operation. That this plan was 
successful is evidenced by the fact 
that on December 1, 1921, there were 
in the United States 11,123 fully ac- 
credited herds containing 255,742 head 
of cattle. Further there were $1,070 
herds which had passed one success- 





ful test in process of accreditation. 
containing 1,010,236 head of cattle, 
while there were under supervision a 
total of 126,668 herds of cattle con. 
taining 1,790,131 head. The records 
also indicate that there were on the 
Waiting list to be tested, 27,120 herds 
containing 350,909 head of cattle. 
These figures are a sufficient testi- 
monial of the value of the accredited 
herd plan over a period of a little 
more than 4 years time. The prog- 
ress made is especially noteworthy in 
view of the fact that there have been 
frequent interruptions in the work by 
reason of a lack of funds on the part 
of both the Federal and State depart- 
ments. 

The readers of the World will no 
doubt be interested in knowing the 
progress that can be made in eradi- 
cating tuberculosis from a group of 
herds of cattle. The following data 
relate to 94 herds in the State of New 
York and the table indicates that af- 
ter the second retest the disease was 
reduced from 29 per cent to approxi- 
mately 3 per cent. In the herds that 
were given the third retest the disease 
was reduced to approximately one per 
cent. Please note that approximately 
the same number of cattle were tested 
on both the first and second retests 
notwithstanding the fact that 1,106 
cattle were classified as tuberculous 
on the original test and remove from 
the herds.

Upon this farm Mr. Sweet had as Su- 
perintendent, Mr. Louis J. Penckinek, 
a native of Friesland, and who is a 
great lover of dairy cattl.. He per- 
suaded Mr. Sweet to dispose 0: the 
grades that he had on the farm and 
import a number of Black and Whites. 

In 1883 Mr. Sweet sent Mr. Tenck-

whose early selections of Holsteins in 
Holland has had much to do with the 
quality of the breed in Western Michigan. 


inck to Friesland where he purchased 
72 head of the best that could ke 
found, consisting of 50 two-year-old 
heifers, all with calf, 10 heifers giv- 
ing milk, 10 calves about six months 
old and 2 bulls about one and one- 
half years old. The voyage from Rot- 
terdam to Grand Rapids, via london 
and New York, occupied about six 
months, three months of which was 
Spent in quarantine in the port of 
New York. On the entire voyage not 
an animal was lost and the entire 
trip was made without accident. 
These animals were the foundation 
of the Holstein-Friesian cattle in West- 
ern Michigan and many of the cattle 
of this region are descendants of the 
animals which Mr. Tenckinck brought 
to this country.

Illinois Holstein-Friesian Association 
Meeting : 


(By Special Correspondent.) 
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Over one hundred and fifty Illinois 
Holstein breeders met at Dixon, II- 
linois, on December 29 for the dedi- 
cation of their cow finishing school 
or central testing plant and to make 
plans for the next year’s program of 
the State Association. 

It was by far the largest meeting of 
Holstein breeders that has been held 
in the state and the attendance repre- 
sented a good one-third of the mem- 
bership. Illinois districted the state 
when it reorganized its associatica 
last year. Every one of the five dis- 
tricts were represented by members. 

The central testing plant which has 
been one of the chief projects under- 
taken by the association has finally 
been finished and is ready for busi- 
ness. There are two barns, a main 
barn 100 x 32, which also has space 
for storing of hay and feed, and an- 
other wing, 210 x 30. The capacity of 
both barns is 60 head. All cows are 
kept in box stalls. Each has her in- 
dividual equipment down to the curry 
combs. A milk room and boiler room 
connects the two barns. 

The chief speakers of the meeting 
were President Frank O. Lowden, C. 
W. Larson, head of the Dairy Depart- 
ment of the Illinois Agricultural As- 
sociation, and C. M. Long, Secretary 
of the Association. 


President Lowden emphasized the 
necessity of strong state organization 
with strong local organizations for 
effective work in improving the dairy 
cattle population. A full report of 
Mr. Lowden’s address will be pub- 
lished in an early issue of the World. 
Mr. Larson of the Agricultural As- 
socition pointed out that the founda- 
tion of the dairy industry is the Bab 
cock Test. The influence of the Hol- 
stein cow and the progress of this 
breed directly influences the dairy in- 
dustry because 90 per cent of all 
milk consumed in the Chicago and 
St. Louis milk districts comes from 





Holstein cattle, either purebred or 
grade. The testing plant, therefore, 
has a big mission to fulfil in pointing 
the way to more profitable production 
of milk and butterfat. No matter 
how much milk is produced the real 
problem the dairymen must overcome 
is unprofitable production. “We must 
have individual large production,” 
said Professor Larson. “The ability 
to produce milk and butterfat is as 
hereditary as the color of one’s hair. 
The ability of milk and butterfat pro- 
duction can be transmitted through 
the dam on the sire’s side but what 
we want is to have proven produc- 
tion on both sides of the sire. There 
is no reason why the average cow 
should produce only 160 Ibs. butterfat 
in a year when it has been possible 
to have cows produce 1000 lbs. The 
experiments of our state agricultural 
schools have proved that one cross 
from a purebred sire of good ancestry 
will double the milk yield.” 

C. M. Long pointed out to the breed- 
ers the advantages of the testing barn 
and the great need of such a plant for 
Illinois. Only eight cows in _ Iilinois 
have produced over 1000 Ibs. butter in 
one year. The last census shows that 
over 25,000 purebred Holsteins are 
owned in the state and this small 
showing in the number of 1000-Ib. 
cows ought to be a matter of consid- 
erable concern to. every _ Illinois 
breeder. Mr. Long figures that with 
forty-five cows already signed up to 
go on year work in the testing plant 
and with these cows coming from 
high producing ancestry it is not im- 
probable that Illinois will be able to 
increase her present number of 1000- 
Ib. cows several hundred per cent the 
first year. In this plant the breeders 
have included bull service for all ant 
mals passing through these barns and 
to prove the importance of his point 
Mr. Long referred to the two promin:

It’s a simple, straightforward program — one that we all can subscribe to, 
but one that will require mutual cooperation if it is to be carried to success. 
Let us all do our part.

mation the livestock owners want as 
the readers understand their point of 
view. They want to know, “can the 
disease be eradicated?” and these fig- 
ures which can be substantiated by 
erly tested and the work followed up 
similar data from other States, clearly 
indicate that when the herds are prop- 
systematically that the herds can be 
cleaned in a comparatively short time. 

The demand for herd testing in 
each of the 47 States engaged in the 
co-operative work is far in excess of 
the ability of the combined forces to 
take care of it. It would not be diffi- 
cult to increase the personnel of the 
State forces even to the extent of 
testing all the cattle in the respective 
States, but the limiting factor is the 
funds which are made available for 
the payment of indemnities. 

The most important phase of the 
entire tuberculosis eradication cam- 
paign, as the writer sees it, is for each 
State to map out a program of opera- 


tion. Tuberculosis has existed among 
our livestock for several decades, es- 
pecially in the older dairy States, and 
it is unreasonable to expect that the 
dreaded plague which in many locali- 
ties obtained deep seated  ramifi- 
cations, can be suppressed in a few 
years. It is unreasonable to demand 
of the State and Federal Government 
that the work be inaugurated and con- 
ducted intensively in every county in 
the various States. It cannot be done, 
and there is no more effectual way of 
breaking down the whole campaign 
than by its overstimulation. Those 
connected with the work in an official 
capacity and the livestock owners must 
view the situation with calmness and 
co-operate to the extent of mapping 
out plans for the ultimate extirpa- 
tion of the disease, which we must all 
admit can not be done within a few 
years, especially in some of the 
States.

We want to call the particular at. 
tention of the Holstein breeders of 
New Jersey, to the effort that is now 
being made to obtain an appropriation 
of $200,000 from the state for a new 
Dairy and Animal Husbandry build- 
ing at the State Agricultural College, 
This is a project which concerns 
every one of you because the success 
of your State Agricultural College has 
a very definite connection with the 
success of your own business. Your 
present Dairy and Animal Husbandry 
buildings are entirely inadequate and 
Prof. Regan has publicly stated that 
with the meagre facilities for instruc. 
tion and laboratory work at their dis- 
posal, the staff at the New Jersey 
College is unable to give a course of 
instruction the equal of that which 
may be found in adjoining states o, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Connecticut 
and Massachusetts. Prof. Regan 
points out further that the value of 
all farms reporting dairy cattle in the 
last census is given at $218,000,000, 
while the sale of dairy products dur- 
ing 1919 alone amounted to more than 
19 millions of dollars in addition to 
sales of breeding stock, thus exceed- 
ing the value of any other branch of 
agriculture in the state. He points 
out that the appropriation of $200, 
000 asked for this building program 
represents just 2 mills on each dol- 
lar that is returned from the sale of 
livestock and dairy products. Judge 
N. Y. Dungan, vice president ot+your 
Association is chairman of a com- 
mittee to push this matter in the state. 
It should command the support of 
every Holstein breeder and we urge 
each of you to get in touch with 
Judge Dungan at Somerville and find 
out from him what best you can do to 
help along the cause.

Dear Prof. Savage: 

I read your article entitled “Feeding 
Test Cows at Cornell University” in 
the October 15th issue of the Holstein- 
Friesian World with great interest. 

We followed the’ feeding = ration 
which you worked out for Glista Er- 
nestine with three cows which we 
were just getting ready for an official 
test and whose records were complet- 
ed Saturday. I feel that your article 
was of very great benefit to us in mak- 
ing these tests as it was given in such 
detail as to make it a safe guide to 
follow. Very few feeding experts do 
this. There is always a period of un- 
certainty in making these tests when 
one wishes one had the additional ad- 
vice an expert could give. Most ex- 
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perts carry one along just to a certain 
point and then “leave them in the air,” 
as it were, just when one needs their 
advice most. 

We are expecting to put some cows 
on a seven-day test the first part of 
February. As we are out of stock 
beets and as we shall probably be un- 
able to purchase any for the test, will 
you be so kind as to inform us what 
we should feed? We have plenty of 
dried beet pulp and silage whici will 
be the only feed we will have in the 
line of succulence.

For cows that we are fitting for a 
test we feed 16 pounds of the above 
ration for 60 days while dry except 
that we reduce the cotton seed meal 
and gluten to 50 pounds each and add 
50 pounds of pulverized charcoal to 
the mixture. We feed this ration up 
to within-10 days of freshening, when 
we give them a cooling ration consist. 
ing of bran, oats and linseed oil meal. 


In view of the fact that we will have 
no stock beets to feed, how much gil. 
age and beet pulp would it be advyis. 
able for us to feed during the fitting 
period? How rapidly can we increase 
the feed after freshening and what 
should be our ration during the test 
period, leaving out the stock beets or 
mangels? We can buy any feed ex- 
cept distiller’s grains and beets.

Prof. Savage’s Reply. 


I do not know that I can make any 
suggestions as to your regular feed- 
ing or as to your handling of the cows 
before freshening. For a test ration 
in seven-day work, I am very partial 
to distiller’s grains and I think it 
would be worth while for you to get 
some distiller’s grains for testing. I 
think that H. G. Atwood, President of 
the American Milling Company, Peoria, 
Illinois, might be willing to make you 
a shipment of a ton or two of distiller’s 
grains, if you write him. If you can 
get hold of some distiller’s grains, I 
would suggest that you modify your 
mixture along the lines of the mixtures 
given on page 20 of the enclosed bulle- 
tin to include distiller’s grains. 

I fiind that feeders doing short time 
work and even those doing Jong time 
work, are restricting the .mount of 
silage. I believe that I would suggest 
that you feed twelve or sixteen pounds 
of silage a day, that means three or 
four pounds in the bottom of the 
bucket at each feeding, and that you 
increase the amount of beet pulp ac- 
cordingly. Mr. Allen in his bulletin, 
says to feed one-half of dried heet 
pulp to one pound of grain. and I think 
your method of mixing the beet pulp 
is correct in its proportions of molas- 
ses and water. 

If you have rutabaga turnips or po- 
tatoes, I would not hesitate to use 
these to some extent in place of man- 
gels. I would not suggest using them 
in such large quantities as you have 
been accustomed to use beets or man- 
gels, but I think a few of them sliced 
up on top of the silage with the beet 
pulp would be advisable. If you do 
use rutabagas or potatoes, I would de- 
erease the beet pulp somewhat under 
those conditions.

P The report of tuberculosis eradica- 
ion work under the Accredited Herd 
plan for November 1921, shows ‘a 

during the month a total of 183,853 
cows were tested in 14,556 herds with 
a total reaction of 5,284 head or some 

what less than three per cent, an pm 
couraging total. There are now 11 193 
fully Accredited Herds containing 
255,742 head and a total of “1 
790,131 head under Federal Superyi. 
sion in 126.668 herds. Of these, over 
1,010,000 head in 91,000 herds have 
passed one clean test. Wisconsin 
leads in number of fully Accrediteq 
Herds with 1,394 herds Containing 
32,323 head of cattle, Minnesota 
coming second with 1,271 herds anq 
29,485 head. Pennsylvania and Ver. 
mont are staging a close fight for 
third place, Vermont now having the 
call with 786 herds and 14,170 head 
fully accredited as against 777 herds 
and 12,836 head in Pennsylvania. The 
state of Maine comes fifth in total 
number of Accredited Herds with 601, 
Virginia being next with 588 Accredit. 
ed Herds. Seventeen states now have 
200 or more Accredited herds. There 
are, according to this report, 27,120 
herds in the waiting list containing 
350,900 head of cattle, which indicates 
that interest in the Accredited Herd 
proposition is not slackened.

Association had a production of over 
40 lbs. of fat, which is an excellent 
record considering the fact that this 
is the largest of any of the Wesv 
ern Associations. McGee and Brice of 
Whittier, Calif.. had the highest herd 
average in the Los Angeles Associ- 
ation with 47.4 ibs. of fat from 1370 
lbs. of milk on a herd of 30 animals. 

The best herd average for herds 
numbering less than 15 cows was 
held by N- L. Browning of Hemet, 
Calif.. whose two pure-bred Holsteins 
averaged 83.6 lbs. of fat from 280.0 
lbs. of milk. The second highest herd 
average for herds numbering less 
than 15 animals was held by Ray Gil- 
bert of Lamar, Colorado, whose six 
grade Holsteins averaged 58.6 lbs. fat 
from 1523.0 Ibs. milk. 

Holsteins led 20 out of 33 Associ- 
ations for the month, the highest cow 
being a pure-bred Holstein owned by 
Burr Farm of Los Angeles with a pro- 
duction of 127.4 lbs. of fat. Second 
place was taken by a pure-bred Guern- 
sey in the Ferndale, California, Associ- 
ation, while third place was taken by 
Bess Hartog, a registered Holstein 
owned by N. L. Browning of the River- 
side, California, Association, her pro- 
duction being 105.03 Ibs. of fat from 
2387 Ibs. of milk. A. B. Comfort of 
Kings County, California, owned the 
fourth highest cow with a production 
of 100 Ibs. of fat from 2858.0 lbs. of 
milk. T. J. Owens of Firloch Farms, 
Snoqualmie County, Wash., Associ- 
ation was the owner of the fifth high- 
est producing cow, this being a pure 
bred Holstein with a production of 
95.8 Ibs. of fat from 1995 Ibs. of milk. 

Idaho cows held the highest average 
production for the month, 396 cows 
in three Associations, having an aver- 
age production of 31.81 Ibs. of fat. 
California was second with 13537 cows 
in 15 Associations averaging 30.20 Ibs. 
fat. while Nevada, Washington, Ore- 
gon, Colorado, and Arizona ranked in 
the order named. Production has 
fallen off in all States except Idaho 
and Colorado. The average in Idaho

Lake County, Illinois, Association 


The vear’s work in the Lake County, 
Illinois, Cow-Testing Association was 
completed on November 30th. 355 
cows finished records of nine months 
or longer and the average production 
for the entire number was 322 lbs. of 


fat from 8561 Ibs. of milk, testing 
3.76%. The average feed cost per 
cow was $98.35 with returns above 


the cost of feed amounting to $110.04. 

The high herd average was obtainea 
in the Holstein herd owned by Rouse 
Bros. of Area, their herd of 26 cows 
averaging 405.4 Ibs. of fat from 
11,598 lbs. of milk. Sixteen black and 
whites in the Buffalo Valley Farm 
herd owned by John S. Nichol of Ar- 
lington Heights, Ill., held the second 
highest herd average production witu 
399.9 lbs. of fat from 11,250 Ibs. milk. 
The returns above feed cost per cow 
in the former herd were $141.85 and 
in the latter $111.5°. 

The highest milk producing cow for 
the year in the Association was Heilo 
De Kol Wonder 2d owned by John S. 
Nichol of Arlington Heights, her pro- 
duction being 530 lbs. of fat or 652.5 
lbs. of butter from 17,454 Ibs. of milk. 
This record was made from three 
quarters. Mr. Nichol also has the 
honor of having the high record 2- 
year-old. Her production was 426.6 
Ibs. fat from 12,129 lbs. of milk. He 
is very fortunate in having a number 
of very high producing cows, all from 
the bull Prince Hengerveld Fayne 9th 
who went to the block before his 


transmitting and high producing 
qualities were discovered. 
The highest butter-fat producing 


cow in the Association was a Holstein 
Queen Burke Pontiac, owned by H. H| 
Schroeder of Prairie View, whose 
production was 538.2 Ibs. of fat equiva- 
lent to 672.7 lbs. of butter from 165, 
585 lbs. of milk. The remarkable 
thing about this record was the fact 
that this cow was never milked but 
twice daily during the entire year. 
Of noteworthy interest is the fact 
that all of the members of Lake 
County Cow-Testing Association have 
a pure-bred herd sire, one or more 
silos, and raise enough clover or al- 
falfa hay to supply the requirements 
for winter feeding, which saves some 
of the expensive protein feeds that 
otherwise would necessarily have to 
be purchased. Two-thirds of the mem- 
bers have their herds tested for tuber- 
culosis and some of these are under 
government supervision.

In March the three counties plan on selling i 
tween four and five hundred of the very best, type grade Holsteins that pel be 
found. All cows are to be young, either springers or just fresh. They ho 
sell about one hundred head each day. The purposes of these sales ps ns 
to show the grade breeder that the Association has his interests at heart and 
second, to call the attention of the buyers of the other states to the excellent 
class of grades that are being consigned. There are some cows which have 
milked as high as 80 lbs. in a day. : 

These same counties are planning on having a three day purebred sale 
one day in Waupaca County, one day in Winnebago County and one in Outa. 
gamie County. These sales are to be held in May and are to be preceded by 
a Field Day at John Erickson’s farm near Waupaca.

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WASHINGTON BREEDERS’ SECOND ANNUAL SALE 


The second annual consignment sale of Holsteins under the auspices of 
the Washington State Holstein-Friesian Association, was held at the Southwest 
Washington fair grounds, between Chehalis and Centralia, Friday, December 9. 
Sixty-four animals, including 58 females and six males, were sold. The whole 
lot brought an average price of $233.

Bowen, Snohomish, nine; T. R. Yarr, Dabob, three; Tom McGee, Chimacum, 
three; Hugh Nesbit, Chimacum, two; Charles Eldridge, Chimacum, seven; 
H. C. Davis, Granger, 15; C. E. Peterson, Chimacum, three; Harry Hamilton, 
Forest, two; A. C. Mills, Curtis, 13; G. W. Lawler, Tacoma, seven. 

The sale was conducted in the new dairy barn where a sales platform had 
been built and seats provided for a large number of people. The “stage” was 
well lighted and Auctioneer George Gue was full of “pep” and kept things 
moving lively. He was assisted by Colonel C. E. Paine of Centralia. 

A lunch was served by members of the Lewis County Holstein-Friesian club 
at noon. To Stanley Bouchart, the efficient field secretary of the state Hol- 
stein-Friesian association, is due the credit for the well arranged prelimin- 
ary work of the sale.

To increase production in the dairy 
herds of Stanislaus County, the dairy- 
men and bankers are planning a pure- 
bred bull sale there this Winter.

Figures from the books of the Cali- 
fornia Breeders Sales & Pedigree Com- 
pany, which sold a large proportion on 
the Holsteins in this State this year.

In 1900, the number of cows tested in Jutland was 
43,000 and their average yield was as indicated in the 
table. On the islands of Zeeland and Funen the number of 
cows tested same year was 17,000 and 9350 respectively. 
In 1910 the number of cows tested was 65,270 in Jutland, 
54,000 on Zeeland and 38,000 on Funen. The averages are 
indicated in the tables. In 1915-16 the number of cows 
tested in Jutland was 96,000, on Zeeland 46,000 and on 
Funen 40,000. 


The indicated average increase per cow on the island 
of Funen during the fifteen years in question was 1304 Ibs. 
of milk, 0.28% fats and 74.8 lbs. of butter. that on the 
island of Zeeland 1016 lbs. of milk, 0.28% fats and 62 lbs. 
of butter. The records for Jutland show a decrease in 
the milk yield of 31 lbs. and an increase in the fat-per- 
centage of 0.13% and in the butter of 10 lbs. 

The average body measurements of the Jutland cattle 
are cited in the following table in English inches. The 
height in a vertical line with the shoulder hlades; the 
chest is taken immediately behind the fore legs; the 
length of the body is taken from the base of the horns to 
the projecting joint of the hip-bone.

It rather distresses me to read or 
listen to arguments of this kind, in 
which each side is more or less in- 
clined to “knock” the other. It really 
does not seem necessary in boosting 
any one phase of A. R. work to de- 
preciate the other. nee! 

We are convinced that sub-division 
B is a valuable addition to A. R. work, 
and have two animals entered in it. 
However, we also find that some ani- 
mals do merit four time milking. 
Right now we have a 2-year-old that 
is milking as much in her eighth 
month as a four-year-old that freshen- 
ed last month and made 22.33 pounds 
of butter from 444.0 pounds of milk. 
We are convinced that it is paying 
us to milk the heifer four times and 
that we never would have found out 
her real capacity by milking her only 
two times. The four-year-old will be 
run in sub-division B. 

I believe it is not such a very long 
time since Mr. Erickson would have 
been considered one of the “small 
breeders on the hillside,” and did at 
least a good share of his own work. I 
doubt if his sensational rise to fame 
might have been consumated had 
those marvelous daughters of the 
“37th” been held to two milkings a 
day. 

Mr. Barron, too, I have read finds 
plenty to do between milkings, and 
yet, I cannot believe that he does not 
feel well repaid for milking Bella Pon- 
tiac four times a day. 

When a man finds a cow that will 
milk 75 pounds a day on two milkings, 
he may be pardoned almost any 
amount of pride, for it is a wonderful 
showing, but he should not point a 
finger of scorn at his neighbor, who 
s0 foolishly milks four times, because 
he should remember that, at least, 
three cows have milked more than 
twice that much in a day. 

Mr. Upton, I believe, was one of the 

chief sponsors for the new sub-divi- 
sion, and yet I doubt whether he 
could be persuaded that Kolrain Fin- 
derne Bess would have made as sen- 
sational a showing on two time milk- 
ing. 
. If I may be pardoned a suggestion, 
it would be this: Boost sub-division 
B with all your might if you believe 
in it, because it undoubtedly will play 
a big part in Holstein advancement, 
but never deprecate the efforts of the 
man who milks four times, however 
small a breeder he may be. It is not 
inconceivable that he might duplicate 
the feats of Mr. Erickson or Mr.
